Those For Enumerators Have 
Been Received by District Su- 
Deryisor J. P Panly. 

Census Supervisor J. Ferrill 
Pauly, whose office is at Pikeville, 
has received from the Census Bu¬ 
reau a supply of HU nk applications 
for persons applying for positions 
as census enumerators. These wiil 
he forwarded to his list of appli¬ 
cants as soon us possible. 

The applications, properly filled 
out, must lie returned to tin- su¬ 
pervisor uut later than January 
-II, the census director having ex¬ 
tended the time for tiling from 
January 25, which was the date 
first set for closing the considera¬ 
tion of applications. The "test” 
will occur February 5, aa previous¬ 
ly announced. 

The instructions printed on the 
application form stale that a deti¬ 
nue answer is required to each of 
the questions, which are:

"Have you eyer l>eeii employed 
on census work, either nationai or 
state?
